GENERAL FOCH’S 
STRATEGY. 


ENEMY’S HEAVY LOSSES. 
a 
PRESSURE ON BRITISH 


LINES. 


The Press Association’s Special Correspon- 
dent at British Headquarters in France tele- 
graphed yesterday :-— 

The enemy is continuing hig hard-prewing 
tactics, employing large masses of fresh troops 
brought in from the reserve for the purpose 
It is believed that so far since the beginning 
of his western ofensive he cannot have thrown 
im less than 120 divisions, although many of 
them, as I have already pointed out, have been 
twice, and not a few of them three times, ex 
gaged. With such a prodigal expenditure of 
his man-power it is certainly not wonderful 
that he should have accomplished what he has. 
He has been fighting within about a kilometre 
of the environs of Bailleul, which he entered 
last night, since Friday last, and his attempts 
to swing up the Ravelsberg bas only carried 
him forward by a few hundred yards. 

This morning the Germans renewed their 
attack upon Wyischaete, here again employing 
fresh troops. 

The news to-day is not as good as we could 
wish, but may 1 suggest what seems to me & 
reasonable way of regarding the situation’? We 
are confronted by au enormous concentration 
of men and guns. The enemy has revealed his 
purpose to be the separation of the British 
and French Armies, and the crushing of the 
former. Genera] Foch, with whom Sir Douglas 
Hair is known to be in the closest agreement, 
18 aiming at not only arresting the enemy, but 
at turning upon him and defeating him. There 
fore, within certain limits the sound pohcy 
obviously is io allow the Germans to spend 
their surplus power as lavishly as possible, so 
that they may exhaust themselves to equality, 
or even to inferiority. 

Those certain limits must be drawn at per 
mitting the enemy to obtain any great strate- 
gic advantage. Otherwise the surrender of 
ere territory, regrettable though such an al 
ternative may be, is justified as the ouly means 
of bringing about the desired wastage. 

PAYING THE PRICE. 

Í can conceive that Gemeral Foch might de- 
termine that Bailleul, for example, was not 
worth more than a certain price to defend, and 
that when that price has beer paid the place 
must go. Will even the most pessismistic 
eric pretend that the strength of the German 
Army to-day is not relatively far less dispro- 
portionate to our own than it was before the 
launching of the great offensive? The strain 
falls most heavily upon the British Army, bee 
cause it it the British Army which the enemy 
has chosen mainly to atieck But whereas 
Ludendorff has practically laid down all his 
cards in his great camble, General Foch has 
not vet shown his hand 

I know absolutely nothing as to his plans, 
but what little I do know of his dispositions in- 
spires me io write with a derree of confidence 
which might seem very high placed on the 
strength of the atiuation ia Flanders Let us 
rest. assured that our own Supreme Command 
is watching both the enemy and the map with 
intense vigilance The enemy doubtless, 
divines the purpose of his «enemies, end truste 
ta frustrate it be forcing a change of plana. 
So far the incomparable steadfastness of our 
soldiers had bhrouvht his achermes in this direc- 
fion to nought, and so long as be ia p

REPLY TO SiR EDWARD CARSON. 

Now I come to the impressive speech of the 
right hon. gentleman, the member for Trinity 
College.

.  CASUALTIES.

A Times telegram from New York says :—Ác- 
cording to information whieh hes filtered into 
Washington from Germany, the price which 
Hindenburg and his lieutenants are willing to 
pay te achieve victory on the Western front 
amounts to 1§ million casualties. It is alleged 
that before offensive an the Militarits 
and Socialist leaders reached an agreement by 
which no of a political nature should 
be interposed behind the lines against the con- 
tinuation of the offensive until this number of 
casualties had been exc eded. The Militarists 
are said to have assured the Socialists at the 
beginning of the offensive that they confidently 
anticipated reaching their goal, which includes 
the annexation of French territory, the incor- 
poration of ,the Flanders coast in’ Germany, and 
heavy indergnities from the Western Powers at 
a coset of hves far less than the maximum com- 
putation. Since the attack started the Mbili- 
tarists have apparently changed their view, and 
are now warning the country that it may be 
necessary to pay the full price. Whatever be 
the truth of these allegations, the United States 
Government has defizitely made up its mind for 
+ long war, involving sacrifices and preparations 
on the part of this country undreamed of 
several mionths ago. All visitors to Washington 
are now being impressed with the Jong view of 
the war. Plans are being perfected which make 
those formulated a few months ago seem small 
by comparison. The vastness of Amegice’s pre- 
parations for the future is indicated in a de- 
spatch from Mr. Yovert T. Small, untal recently 
a correspondent at British Headquarters in 
France, and now Washington Correspondent of 
the Philadelphia Public Leger. He speaks of 
the enormous new powder piaits which the Go- 
vernment is constructing for productionsa year 
or more hence.
